Whereas I vnderwritten have heretofore: given a ſubmiſ- 
fon of my writings to the holy Church & Sec Apoſtolik, to- 
fatisfye ſuch as might doubrof my obedience co the Pope; 
And that not withitanding I gave it as full 8 ample as poſli- 
bly I could, according as my truetntention then was, nowis, 
ever hath becne,. & cver shall bee, God willing , I hearethar- 
ſome have misunderſtood ir, & have conceived tharTinten- 
ded only. by thoſe words, Holy Church & See Apoſtolik, the 
Catholick Church & Pope conjotntly; bur nor to the See of 
Rome, & S. Peter's ſucceſſour thePope, feparat from aGe- 
nerall Council: As alſo that only declared my opinion, bur” 
profciſed no aftuall ſubmiſſion of my writings , I therefore: 
doc nowingenuoſly & freely declare & profeſſe that iris my 
opinion & judgement, all Catholikes ought in hart & in all 
humilicy & obedience ſubmirre bs. wa Divinicy writings; nor-. 
enly- to the Holy Church in commtn & in a Generall Coun- 
cil , where the Fope may bee in perſon or by his Depurys, bur” 
alſo to the particular See of Rome&'S. Peter's ſucceſiFur the” 
Pope, even outofa Generall Council, which as I have always” 
done in- my hart, ſo doe Lnow likewiſe aftually & willingly 
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
